Rats as Ch.ic.fcen Destroyers. 


Last summer, writes a correspondent 


•of the Xew York World, I had an un- 
fortunate experience with rats among 
my young chickens, and as it was some 
time before I discovered the real cause 
of my losses, which I had all along 
charged to cats, it may be of interest to 
others to state it. 
The first intimation 


was gi en by some children telling- me 
they saw a rat dragging one of my chick- 
ens through the grass outside of the 
chicken-yard. I~tlien put the good na- 
tured hen that was acting as mother to 
twenty of them in a deep manger in the 
cow stable and covered it with wii e net- 
ting-, where they were undisturbed for 
A couple of weeks, when one morning I 
discovered all but seven were gone. A 
larger vent hole up through the bottom 
showed where they had gone to. 
Subse- 


quently I put thirty small chickens with 
an artificial brooder in a 
OxiO-foot 


•chicken house, supposed to be rat proof, 
•with the door opening into a small, 
tightly inclosed yard, where they could 
mn in the day time. 
One afternoon I 


was again astonished to find more than 
half of them missing. 
This time I 


caught sight of ihe rat. He had gnawed 
•up from the ground through one of the 
nest boxes ranged along the noor on one 
-side of the house. This fellow I caujrht 
the same day in a steel trap, but could 
not catch another. 
I got rid of them at 


last by poisoning them.

singular is, that during all thi'i time,

their reach, I saw no signs of n:ts until I 
began to miss the chickens." 


Stretches in Sheep. 


Stretches, sometimes called cohc, as

A sheep 
suffering from an attack of this nature 
stretches itself every few minutes at full 
length while standing, lies down fre- 
quently, and rises again in a few min- 
utes and gives evidence of being in con- 
stant pain. 
Unless something is done 


to relieve the sufferer, a sheep when 
once attacked will 
seldom recover. 


There is in all cases of this kind a ten- 
dency to intussusception of some of the 
small intestines, that is, one part of the 
intestines is drawn into another in the 
same manner that the finger of a glove 
sometimes is when drawn irom the hand. 
When this occurs the oater intestines 
contracts or shuts down upon the part 
Vfithin, producing inflammation. This 
causes intense pain and stoppage. 
The 


simplest and surest remedy we have ever 
seen applied is for a strong man to seixe 
the sheep by the hind legs above ihe 
hock, raise it as high as possible by ele- 
vating the hands, holding the animal in 
such a position as to bring its back next 
to toe operator. Keep the sufferer in 
this position, head downward, a few 
minutes, and churn it UD and down 
slightly, using care to keep'itshead from 
touching the ground. 
"When the animal 


isgive:i its liberty it will in most cases 
run off and "oin its companion as though 
nothing had ever ailed it. The philoso- 
phy of this treatment is thr.t the intus- 
suscepted intestine is brought back to 
its natural position. 
Mature evidently 


tries to accomplish this result by Indnc- 
Ing.ihe animal to stretch at full length. 
The remedy advocated by Randall in his 
Sheep Hushftridry is to gi^e an ounce of 
Epsom salts dissolved in warm water, 
adding onfc dram of ginger and a table- 
Spoonful of essence of peppermint to a 


full-grown sheep, and half that quantity 
to a lamb.

Many have been led to believe 
a warm temperature would lead to brood 
rearing and this, through eating pollen, 
would cause diarrh i a, consequently have 
kept the temperature too low which 
after several weeks, if

stores 


were not thick enough to granulate, 
would sour and cause exactly the same 
result they were so anxious to avoid. I 
hope so long as I keep bees they will 
breed early, as I would rather furnish a 
colony with food for brood rearing a 
monih before bees are really wanted to 
gather hoaey than have them a mouth 
behind when the honey harvest comes. 
The farmer who does not employ hands 
for harvest until a month after the grain 
is ripe would lo^ethe crop, and it is just 
the same in beekeeping. Also, if brood 
rearing is commenced early in the season, 
bees are not so apt to swarm as they are 
when of the right age to gather honey.—

Blind staggers is a somewhat common 


disease of the hog, or rather it is a symp- 
tom. 
W-hen sluggishness is observed in • 


any particular animal of the herd, with 
want of appetite, it is an indication that 
ought not to be negle.-ted for an hour. 
If the hog is "off its feed" it should be 


, separated from the herd and given espe- 
cial care. Irompt action in. quarantin- 
ing a single animal may save a whole 


• herd. Blind staggers in the hog is 
caused by what is ordinarily termed bil- 
iousness.

congestion of the liver, or other causes, 
a portion of bile is taken up by the 
blood, and the "blind staggers" is sim- • 
ply an exaggerated "swimming of the 
head."'

' mouth open. Take hold of the tongue 
with the left hand and pull it well out, 
holding the head up, and from a paper 
or spoon in the risht hand pour a full 
half teaspoon ul of calomel as far back 
on the tongue as possible, and let 
the animal go. A stick four or five 
inches long and an inch in diameter may 
be set upright between the jaws to pre- 
vent in.ury to the hand of the operator, 
but will be found more or less in the

If the animal has been closely 


watched, however, there has probably 
been found opportunity to give 5t this 
dose of calomel while it would yet eat 
a little meal or drink a little milk. This 
medicine is tasteless, and for this reason 
can often be given in food when more

Not much is knowa as to how tho In- 
•clians iu the East, tho aborigiues who 
•wandered over the 
Shawaugunk 
and 
•Catskills, navight tijoir iish. 
They had 
hooks and they had lines. 
The hooks 
were made of 
bono and even 
shells, 
-which were rudely whipped upon lines 
made of bark or dried plants. 
When 
poles were used they were tree branches 
or saplings. 
Upon 
tho hooks 
were 
placed bugs or insects. It is true, though, 
that mo3t Indians used iish traps and net 
•contrivances to get the Iish that then 
teemed the waters that now an angler 
must patiently work 
in with his arti- 
ficial cast of flies, thankful for a dozen 
Iish, happy with double that number. 


Some idea of the primitive tackle and 
methods of the early days of the coun- 
try can be gained from the Indians of 
the northwest coast, who are 
slow 
to 
.adopt modern ai)paratus, and even now 
make little substitution for the tackle of 
200 j-ears ago except in accepting iron 
barbs for tho early hooks of shell or 
bone. 
The Indians of the earlier period 
had to do mostly with salt water iish, 
Jind depending largely upon flsh for food 
were obliged to develop the piscatorial 
art and make big catches. 
To put out 
hundred set hooks and gain a liko 
number of fish was a matter of common 
>occurreacc with them. 
The size of the 
fish did not bother them, and they safely 
landed immense 
halibut 
weighing as 
much as 150 pounds. 


Salmon were so common in various 
-parts of 
the coast rivers and streams 
•that a fish trap was often used. 
Some- 
times they used spears 
at narrow 
pas- 
usages in the river. 


The Indians of the northwest 
coast 
retain their old tackle to this day. 
The 
big hooks obtained from the whites are 
used for gaff hooks and as spear heads, 
"The hooks are traded as other merchan- 
•dise, 
A primitive style of 
hook used 
by the Haida tribe of the northwest is a 
;fitraight piece of 
bone, tho shank a 
.straight piece of wood, and tho snood or 
snell a straight piece of whalebone, the 
-•snell being attached 
to the shank by 
lashings of bark. 
In another stylo a 
narrow block of wood is used with a 
.spike of bone, shell, or iron, and a snood 
•of spruce root or whalebone. 
In Alaska 
large halibut hooks are also used. 
At 
first these were 
barbed with bone, but 
now they are with iron. 
They are made 
in two pieces, each lashed at tho joint 
^vith cedar bark, the shanks made in 
different designs, supposed to give good 
luck to the 
fishermen. 
Some are made 
from the forked branches of trees, yow 
^nd spruce being generallv used, 
la the 
wood is set the bone, shell or iron barb. 
The bait is lashed to the arm of tho hook 
-which carries the barb, and placed just 
under it. 
These are very strong, and 
halibut weighing as much as fifty pounds 
.are caught on them. 


By steaming and 
bending a tough 
•piece of a yew branch, various shaped 
hooks are made. 
One variety is twisted 
juit as though the shank of a long weak- 
fish hook were bent in an oval shape and 
brought back so as to leave a little be- 
tween the point of the barb and the long 
;space shank, and across it a strip of steel 
is placed 
upon which to 
tie a piece of 
.bait. 


of a long lino ot fish, leaving only their 
heads. 
There is also a small sculpiu va- 
riety, which will steal tho bait. 
Dogfish 
also are at times very 
troublesonTe. 
Whenever tho Indian is sure of the pres- 
ence of these pests he goes to another 
place to Iish." 


Whalebone snoods are used among tho 
Vancouver Indians, but by the Haida, 
Tlingit and Tsimshin rarely. 
Indeed, 
they do not hunt the whalo, having a 
few superstitions which deter them. Tho 
eating of whale's blubber is prohibited 
by tradition and custom, and when tho 
whalebone is used in fishing appliances 
it has surely come to them through 
trade. 
Bark forms a larger factor in the 
Indian fisheries and has its use in lino 
making. 
Cedar roots are utilized, and 
specially 
tho stems of the giant kelp. 
Vegetable fibre is twisted into a two or 
three stranded cord, and is often plaited 
with threads of wild hemp or shedded 
seaweed. 


Kelp grows in water from nine feet 
to 100 in depth, and at the root Is, per- 
haps, one-quarter of an inch in diameter. 
At the upper end it is surmounted by a 
big hollow bulb, from which float leaves, 
streamer shaped. 
The stems are cut off 
near the bottom by 
means of a knife 
blade lowered on the end of a long branch 
into the water. 
The stems are then 
cured in smoke or iu tho sun, and thou 
knotted tojjethor, making a strong line. 
In tho north certain tribes also use lines 
made of tho intestines of animals. 
Lots 
of tho lines are put out, a small bladder 
being fastened to act as a buoy. 
"When 
a fish is caught ho is clubbed till ho is 
quiet. 
Experience has taught this, as, 
with a big thrashing about in a canoe, 
there would bo danger of upsetting. 


Tho Northwest coast Indians 
also 
make floats and carve them into fanciful 
shapes. 
Often they are carved to repre- 
sent birds or frogs. 
Under water floats 
are used to float the bait and hooks above 
the bottom in connection with the de- 
tachable sinker. Several varieties of nets 
are constructed by tho Indians, mostly of 
bark material, wild hemp or nettle fibre, 
spun into twine. 
They .,are nowadays 
woven with a shuttle. 
Tho heavy rope 
part is of cedar bark. 
Cedar wood 
blocks buoy the net, and pebbles sink 
tho bottom section. 
Deep nets quite 
similar in shape to those of the modern 
fly-caster are used to scoop out the salmon 
as they go up the streams. 
Traps or 
weirs servo to huddle the salmon into 
contracted space, and they can be lifted 
up in the nets with eoso. Of course fish- 
ing spears are plentiful. 


The fishing club is just as much a part 
of the Indian outfit as the landing net is 
that of the 
fly-caster. 
Tho clubs are 
decorated, painted, and made in forms 
supposed 
to 
bring 
luck. —JVcio York 
Times,

KEKOSKXE EMUT.SION FOU PliANT LTCB. 


The following kerosene emulsion will 
bo found very ciTcctive iu ridding grape 
vines and other garden bushes of plant 
lice: 
Mix two parts kerosene with one 
part soft soap, and use ono cup of the 
emulsion to a pail of water. 
If the ker- 
osene and soap do not readily unite by 
stirring, add four parts boiling water 
and then stir. 
If used very strong, the 
emulsion may injure tho foliairo, so it is 
better to add a little too much soap than 
not enough.—New York Voicc^

Where it is manifest that purchasing 
fertiliTiers is unprotitable, tho farmer s 
only remedy is to keep his lands iu good 
heart by a judicious rotation of c^ps.

TOO MUCH FKKTII.rZEn. 


It is quito possible to overdue in the 
matter of fertilizers, and this fact has 
been brought out fully at a number of 
experiment stations. 
Fertilizers aro a 
good thing when they aro ne'jded in tho 
soil for the crop, but they are not always 
needed. 
It is always well to have a 
small surplus of plant food in the soil, 
but beyond that it is not profitable. 
It 
is true that additional 
fertilizer may 
bring au increiise of crop, biit 
too 
frequently, upon a rich soil, that in- 
crease is at a loss. 
It is not tho largest 
crop that is always the most profitable, 
for an increase of yield may cost too 
much,—American AgHcuUurisU 


FOWLS AS CfLEANEns. 


It matters not how much care be excr 
cised in gathering tho grain crop, more 
or less of it is certain to bo left on tho 
field in the shape of loose kernels, single 
heads and litterings. 
Sheep and hogs, 
if turned iu promptly, will eat a portion 
of this ungathored crop, but they aro not 
often wanted 
thus 
early in 
stubble 
ground, especially if it is newly seeded. 
Hence a farmer having a field near tho 
barn can utilize this scattered grain 
by 
letting the fowls all out at once in the 
IX^ 01111 ^ inducing them to follow him 
to the fie4d by scattering grain 
before 
them, remaining in the field with them 
half an hour, or until they scatter about 
in search of food. 
Practise this for two 
or three mornings, and they will visit 
the field often dur'ng the day. 


By this plan the lowls not only fatten 
rapidly, but they aro away from tho 
house and bnra buildings, look 
better 
and are healthier than when depending 
upon food fed to them. 
I have known 
instances where fowls have been induced 
to forage nearly half a mile from the 
buildings. 
Not only is loose grain read- 
ily utilized by them, but insects of all 
kinds, and in their season grasshoppers 
are their favorite food.—llie 
Emminer. 


SMAIili CUI5ESE. 


A subscriber wishes directions for 
making small cheese that take but forty 
or fifty pounds of milk. 
The fresh 
sweet milk is curdled by tho use of ren- 
net tablets. 
But too much should not 
bo used as it makes a hard cheese. About 
four quarts of cheeso will make a pound 
of checic. 
Tho curd shonld be used 
fresh and before it has cooled. 
If it is 
cooled it should be warmed up to ninety 
degrees. 
A largo dish pan or a tub 
will do for a vat whero but a small 
amount of milk is used. 


After the rennet is stirred in leave tho 
milk m a warm place for about an hour 
wLen tho curd is set. 


A convenient way of sotting tho curd 
Is to lay a square of muslin in tho pan, 
securing tho ends and pouring tho milk 
into the musHn. 
When the curd Is set 
the corners and edges of tho muslin aro 
drawn together and tied, and tho whole 
lifted out and hung up to drain. 
As 
soon as the whey is drained off tho curd 
is put into a mold of any shape or size 
desired. 
Ilnvo thom maJo of 
maplo, 
beach or of tin. 
They must bo without 
top or bottom. 


Mats of rushes, or clean ryo or wheat 
straw may be used to rest the molds upon 
while tho cheese is making. 
Tho mats 
are placed upon a cloth which absorbs 
tho moisture. 
Tho molds and their con. 
tents are turned daily for three days and 
if desired are sprinkled with salt at each 
turning. 
If to bo eaten fresh they will 
be ready in three days. 
If intended for 
future uso they must be removed to a 
dairy house or cellar and kept 
curinn- 
for six weeks or two months, being 
turned every day and laid upon a lattice 
shelf. 
The flavor of the cheese is im- 
parted during the curing process, and 
may bo varied to suit the taste of the 
maker by wrapping them in powdered 
sweet herbs, cloths dipped in vinegar, 
etc., cto.—Farnij Field and 
Stochnan.

SNOW-yiiAKK CAKE. 


One-half cup butter, 
cups sugar, 
one-fourth cup milk, five eggs (whites), 
I j cups flour, ono teaspoon baking pow- 
der, one-half teaspoon rose water, ono 
grated cocoanut. 
Bake in jolly cako 
tins. 
Frost each cako, and sprinkle tho 
coaconut between each layer and over 
the top and sides.—Boston 
GuUimtor. 


PbATX WntTE SAUCE. 


Those readers who are familiar with 
plain white sauce made by stirring butter 
and fiour together over tho fire until 
they bubble, a heaping teaspoon of each 
to a pint of boiling water, with a pal- 
atable seasoning of salt and pepper, can 
at this stiige mix in the raw yolks of two 
eggs to a pint, a tablespoon of butter 
melted soft and three t^iblespoonfuls of 
lomou juice or vinegar. 
If as tho sauco 
cools it grows thiclcer than good cream, 
thin it with boiling Avater, and when it 
is cold uso it as mayonnaiso sauce would 
bo used. 
It is good for raw tomatoes, 
lettuce, celery, cold-slaw, ^>otato salad, 
etc.—Jnhct Corson* 


BTDFKKD ONIOX3. 


Wash and skin largo Bermuda onions; 
put in cold water for half an hour or 
more, place in a clean saucepan and pour 
over them boiling water; let simmer half 
an hour, drain, and while hot extract tho 
hearts, taking care not to break the outer 
layers; chop tho inside very fine and add 
iinely choppcd salt pork or bacon, butter» 
pepper and salt, a little mace and some 
nice fine bread crumbs, mix well and add 
a beaten egg to bind it all—cream can b6 
used if more moisture is required—mix 
all very thoroughlj*. 
Btulf the onions 
with this mixture, put them in a clean 
baking pan with a littio butter and hot 
water and bake for an hour or more until 
well done, bivsto frequently, adding but- 
ter and -water as needed. 
When dono 
take the onions up carefully not to break 
them and arrange in a hot dish, with tho 
open ends uppermost. Add to tho gravy 
in the baking pan a few spoonfuls of 
cream and a little browned 
fiour. 
See 
that the sauce is seasoned sufiiciently 
with salt and pepjxjr, and at the last add 
a little lemon juice, bc.il up oucc well and 
pour over tho onions. 


PKOTECTINa STOCK. 


The hook that is used in catching cod 
and floundero, constructed with thespe- 
•cid purpose of preventing 
fouling, is 
•described 
by Judge J. G, Swan as fol- 
lows: 


^'They are made of knots of hemlock 
limbs, out out from old decayed logs. 
These arc split in pieces of suitable size 
-und whittled to tho required shape and 
bent by being steamed into the form 
Avhich in the skil hook resembles the 
longitudinal section of a gooso egg. The 
lower portion of these hooks is turned 
inward to form a burb, and when not in 
use the two ends of tho hook aro fast- 
ened together by a piece of tvane, which 
is also used to tie on the bait. 
The two 
parts of tho hook are separated by means 
of a stick or peg, which tho^fish knocks 
•out when he takes tho bait, and the two 
•ends of the hook close together and hold 
him fast. 
Tho peg floats to tho sur- 
face and indicates to the Indian that ho 
Jaas caught a fish, 


*'The sinker is ano^-her ingenious con- 
trivance» 
It is a largo stone weighing' 
irom twelve to 
fifteen 
pounds and a 
ifimaller ono to serve iis a tripping stone. 
•The line is wound around these stones i 
jnany turns and a bight or loop tucked 
under one of tho parts in. the same man- 
ner. 
A signal oflieer rolls up a flag in a 
ball and tucks a bight of halliard under 
turn which, when pulled out, sets the 
iiag free. So when the Indian fisherman 
thinks from the number of floating pegs 
•that ho has enough tish, ho pulls out the 
loop of his line, tho stones beeomo loos- 
ened and fall out, and hauls in his line 
jelieved of tho weights, 


»'The Ilaidas frequently put on 100 
hooks to a line, which act liko a trawl, 
iind so plentiful aro the black cod that

In most pastures there aro more or less 
tree^ that afford shade sufficient to pro- 
tect the animals feeding in them during 
the warmest portions of tho day. Where 
this is not the case, I think there should 
be some temporary provision made for 
affording it, suggests an Ohio farmer, 
for it seems but littio short of downright 
cruelty that there should bo no place in 
a pasture where cattle can lie down out 
of the hot sunshine. 
This is moro likely 
to occur when cattle are turned into the 
haivested grain field than anywhere else, 
and this is easily provided for by putting 
up one or more open sheds which will 
furnish the required shade and which can 
be quickly moved to another field if 
necessary. 
The material can bo of tho 
roughest and cheapest description, and 
can be taken down and stored away un- 
til the next season. 
When there is" not 
enough'natural shade this is not only a 
dictate of humanity, but ii is proiJtable 
in a pecuniary way to provide comfort- 
able 
retreats 
for 
domestic 
animals, 
whether it be from the hent of the suu 
or from storms. 
A simple shed without 
any boarding-up of sides or ends is all 
that is necessary, and under 
this 
the 
weaker cattle are less liable to be injured 
by others than jn ono Inclosed on three

When tho hens are confined a mess oi 
cooked meat will promote laying. 


To hatch out late chickens, the best 
place to make the nests is upon the 
ground. 
A more even heat and moisture 
will be secured. 


In nearly all cases chickens should bo 
separated from the old hens whenevet 
they aro full-feathered. 
Separate them 
and let the hens go to laying. 


After the first two or three days it is 
important Chat young poultry should be 
provided with a good variety of food in 
order to maintain a healthy growth. 


Store away the sorghum seed, so me 
millet and sunflower seel, a good bunch 
of clover hay, as well as corn, oats and 
wheat, to feed tho poultry during the 
winter* 


One advantage in buying needed breed- 
ing fowls the latter part of summer or 
early fall is that a better selection can be 
had aud tho fowls be purchased at a 
lower price. 


If ^ u n g chickens are well-fed so as 
to make a rapid growth 
they ought to 
bo ready to market when they are six 
weeks, and at latent when they are

months old.

There are problems in agriculture as 
important as those in science, and often 
as difiicult to be determined with exact- 
ness. 
Large crops can only be produced 
upon lands that are naturally fertile or 
on such as have been made so artificially 
by the use of manures or commercial 
fertilizers. 
To keep a fertile soil from 
degenerating under continued cultiva- 
tion and to restore fertility to an impov- 
erished ono are agricultural jjrobloms 
that demand a high degreu of intelligent 
and careful farmmg for their soluUon. 
A previous good preparation of tho soil 
is necessary before land is seeded to 
grass, and different degrees of deep or 
shallow plowing are advocated as a prep- 
aration, or as after cultivation for vari- 
ous other crops. 
Along with tho use of 
concentrated fertilizers it is always im- 
portant that there should bo decayed 
vegetable matter; 
otherwise tho plant 
lood will not be in well balanced propor- 
tions. 
This includes all crops, and sug- 
gests the reason why tho results from 
•manufactured iertilizcra are often di^ap- 
pointing. 


Tho manure of animals furnishes in a 
concentrated form the fertilizing prop- 
erties of tho vegetation they have con- 
sumed, of which a part is taken up and 
assimilated 5n their growth, and a part, 
in the condition of excrement, is re- 
turned 
to the soil. 
Thus, 
barnyard 
inanisre and commercial fertilizers go 
well together, and the amount that may 
be profitably applied to land depends 
largely oa the increased production from 
their uso. 
The value of the increased 
production, however, is not to bo meas- 
ured by its quantity alone without taking 


It is said that heading back all the 
leading shoots of tomato plants three to 
six inches, from late July until lato Au- 
gust, will increase the yield with an im- 
portant gain in carliness. 


Keep tho March and early April pul- 
lets for laying. 
If given 
comfortable 
quarters they will lay regularly the greater 
part of tho winter. 
Lute hatched pullets 
will rarely lay before spring. 


This is a good time to cull tho apiary 
and substitute poor queens with other. 
The colonies that have done well, hav- 
ing a largo number of bees, are tho ones 
to select. 
These are worth double the 
price of others that have ju3t made a liv- 
ing without replenishing 
tho purse ol 
their keeper. 


*'Allow about two square inches oi 
drone comb in one of tho outside frames 
of each hive," is tho advice of G, 3L 
Uoolittloin American Bee-Keeper. ••Then 
you will know just where to look for it, 
and oan shave off the drones' heads every 
twenty days, and tho bees will not try 
so hard to build drone comb elsowhero/' 


Geese and ducks can bo picked ro'-'u- 
larly until cool weather in tho fall, and 
if properly managed 
tho feathers will 
pay nearly or quite as well as the eggs. 
This and next month are tho best fcr 
hatching all kinds of poultry and tho 
work should be pushed «long as rapidly 
as possible. Generally late hatchings avt 
less profitable. 


The statement of a Western farmer 
that he has been trying forty years to find 
the most profitable methods of storin" 
and feeding coarso feed and grain, aud h 
not sure he has yet succeeded, is worthy 
of note as iihowing tho difficulties with 
which tho live-stock owner is obliged to 
contend. 
It might also furnish a much- 
needed lesson in modesty to some would 
bo instructors whoso years are few aud 
whose theoretical knowledge is consider- 
ably more extendiyg than their actual ex- 
perieucoi 


^ French cooks powder parsley by chop- 
ping it and then twisting it in a towel, 
which leaves it dry; it is then used for 
sprinkling over dishes as a garnish. 


In reply to one who asks how to make 
a preparation for filling cracks in floors,

The effect of the 
demurrer of the defendants was that 
the Memorial 4ssociation, by virtue 
of its act of incorporation and rules 
aad regulations made thereunder,con- 
treiled the location of monuments on 
its grounds and that therefore the bill 
could not be'sustained. Messrs. Wilt- 
bank and Her, of Philadelphia, and J. 
C. Keely represented the 72d regi- 
ment, Messrs. Wills, Swope and 
Krauth the defendants. The case was 
ably and elaborately argued for sev- 
er hours, at the conclusion of which 
the Court sustained the demurrer and 
dismissed the plaintiff's bill. An ap- 
peal has been taken to the Supreme

thejscene of the latest pan-Germanic ef- j 
forts at spoliation ia the Pacific C;cean, 
and the older distinction of havicg teen , 
the center of dispersion whence the ] 
brown Polynesians set out upon their j 
migrations from archipelago to archi- ! 
pelago, at some remote period of which j 
we are not yet able to determine the ' 
date. 


The Samoan group received the name 


by which it was long known, that of the j 
^Navigators' Islands, fioni Bougainville, j 
who discovered the islands in the year 
1788 and named them, "probably on ac- 
count of the superior construction of 
the canoes, of the natives and of their 
surprising dexterity in th^ water." The 
group lies in the ifouth Pacific, about 
two-thirds of the way from the coasts j 
of Central Peru to those of Northern j 
Australia, and nearly 2300 miles to the 
southwest of the Hawaiian Islands. 
There are ten inhabited islands, entirely 
of Yolranic origin, with peaks some 
4000 feet high, and an area of about 
1600 square miles, or about a third more 
than that of the State of Rhode Island. 
It has a population of about 35,000, all i 
of them aboriginal natives except three { 
or four hundred 
whites.—2feie York \

Camel's Hair Textures. 


Camel's iiair lias been employed in 


eastern countnes during many centuries 
for the production of durable, though 
somewhat coarse, tissues; but its intro- 
duction into European manufactures is 
of comparatively recent date. The color 
of the hair varies ccnsiderably, accord- 
ing to the climate of the country anci the 
breed of the animal, and ranges from a 
dark-brown to pure -white, the latter, 
however, being very scarce and fetching 
comparatively high, prices. The hair is 
not obtained by clipping, but is combed 
off the camel when it is changing its 
coat, and presents anything buc an at- 
tractive appearance in its natural state. 
It is brought from the interior on the 
backs of camels in small bales to the 
Arabian and Syrian ports and to Egypt, 
•whence it is mostly forwarded to Brad- 
ford, which is the most important market 
in Europe for this article. Camel's hair 
affords two kinds of material—namely, 
the hair properly so-called, which is 
often used in its natural state in the list 
of cloth, and the short down or noils 
employed in the north, of England, 
Prance, and other countries for manu- 
facturing nouveautes and fancy mate- 
rials for ladies' dresses. 
Great difficulty 


was experienced in utilizing camel's hair 
as long as the fashions favored felted 
and fine materials, but since cheviot 
goods have become the vogue it has been 
employed successfully in several coun- 
tnes.—-]$ori!i British ITaiL

The prominent citizen being dead, bis 
friends asserted that he was going out 
on the road to guard a dangerous spot

Hackett just missed blowing the 
top of his head oif, and 
Bart retired to 
the woods with two buckshot in his 
scalp. 
About three miles further along 
the road another ambitious 
road agent 
showed up, and Hackett again unlim- 
bered his gun. 
The second robber ran 
away, leaving a trail of blood. 


Messenger 0. H. Ward, who had a 
brush with Road Agent Miller near Red- 
ding last March, and missed killing Mil- 
ler only because the hammer of his gun 
was bent and didn't strike the primer, 
has had several lively meetings on the 
road. 


In 1884 "Ward'was on the stage going 
from Cloverdale to Mendocino City. 
In 
the night two men sprang out of the 
woods and ordered the driver to stop, 
but the stage was on a steep down grade 
and the dnvor couldn't have stopped if 
he had wanted to. 
The selection of such 
a piece of road as the scene of a hold-up 
showed that th<j robbers were amateurs 
and did not understand the art of stage- 
robbing. 
One of them fired almost im- 
mediately after giving the order to halt, 
and filled Ward's hand with a lot of 
ragged bits of lead. 
His weapon ap- 
parently was a musket, and in place of 
shot he had loaded it with scraps whit- 
tled from a bullet. 


Ward returned the fire and hit one of 
the robbers, and as he turned in his seat 
to get another shot a rifle-bullet fired by 
the second robber plowed through the 
breast of his coat and made a hole in the 
driver's hat. 
The tiring frightened the 
horses, and they ran down the grade and 
took the coach out of range. 
Ward's 
hand was badly mangled, but not per- 
manently disabled. 


News of the robbery was wired 
that 
night to San Francisco, and the next day 
Detective Thacker went to the scene to 
investigate the affair. 
He was joined by 
'*Doc" Stanley, Sheriff of Mendocmo, 
and the wounded messenger. 


The three officers first carefully exam- 
ined the ground where the men stood 
when they ordered the driver to stop, and 
there tuey found an axe and coffee-sacic. 
Spots of blood were discovered ou the 
ground, and some broken brush close by 
showed that the charge of buckshot fired 
by Ward had passed about the height of 
a man's knee. 
Clearly the robber had 
been hitiu the upper part of the leg. 


Nothing else was found there, and 
the three officers began the slow and 
tedious work of 
trailing 
the 
robbers 
through the woods. 
They had gone 
over the mountains toward the coast and 
had about thirty-six hours* start. 
The 
oliicers did not expect to catch up wuth 
them, because the robbers not only had 
a long start, but could travel faster than 
tho pursuers, who had to follow their 
trail. 
The most Qpcpert trailer must go 
slowly at times, and frequently he is de- 
layed a long time by losing tho tracks 
and being obliged to make circuits in or- 
der to find them again. 


In the pursuit of the Mendocino rob- 
ibers Thacker nul his companions spent 
about a week in the mouutains, but they 
never caught the robbers. 


John Martin, of Oalistoga, brother-in- 
law of Churley Foss, and himself, a 
noted stage-driver, is the inventor of a 
method of knocking out road agents 
without the assista: ce of a shotgun mess- 
senger. 
Martin had a job of hauling a 
treasure 
box over the mountains one 
dark night, and as there were no pas- 
sengers he hitched to a light buggy a 
pair of well-bred, mettlesome horses be- 
longing to himself, instead of using any 
of the stage company's stock. 
The 
horses were ^eet and spirited and had 
been trained to obey their master's voice. 
They would stop instantly at ft word, or 
spring forward at a run, and when Mur« 


tin was behind them the reins and whip 
were scarcely needed at all. 


At a dark and lonepomc place în tho 
road, when the horses were 
jogging 
along easily, a man stepped out from tho 
brush with a gun in his hand and stood 
dircctly in front of tho team, 
Martin 
barely caught sight of the dark figure, 
and, sizing up the situation in a flash, 
he leaned forward and spoke sharply to 
his horses. 
The spirited animals leaped 
ahead as it they had been stung, and in 
the first bound the horse on the off side 
struck the robber fairly in the breast 
and sent him down witli a crash on the 
hard 
road. 
The animal's hind hoofs 
struck with a muilled sound, there was a 
low moan from under the buggy, and as 
the team flew along Martin glanced over 
his shoulder and caught a glimpse of a 
dark form lying motionless in the road. 


The boldness and activity of Road 
Agent Sharp and his partner Dowd on 
the Aurora line in 1880 made business 
lively for the detectives and trailers. 
The stage was held up with exaspemting 
regularity, and even horsemen and foot 
passengers were stopped and robbed on 
the road. 
The oflicers engaged a num- 
ber of Piutcs to track the robbers, hav- 
ing a notion that the Indian could fol- 
low a trail like a bloodhound. 'The 
trail from the scene of one of the rob- 
beries led into a barren, rocky stretch of 
country, and the Piutes made slow pro- 
gress in following it in. 
They had 
to 
examine the rocks minutely for scratches 
and marks, and even the best of them 
found it difficult to tell what rocks had 
been disturbed. 
" 


While the officers and Indians were 
pirooting around among the rocks Sharp 
and his partner slipped back to the road 
and held up the stage on the return trip 
at the same point. 
That piece of im- 
pudence aroused the express company's 
ire, and a whole army of shotgun mes- 
sengers were ordered up to Nevada, 


Sharp and Dowd were making good 
hauls and growing rich, and they de- 
termined to work the line for all there 
was in it while they could. 
They held 
up the stage from Aurora to Bodie one 
afternoon, and lay in wait for the stage 
going the other way. 
Messen:?er Tobie 
and a side partner were put upon that 
stage, and upon approaching the turn of 
the road where they expected to get into 
a scrape Tobie got down and examined 
the ground. 
He found footprints, and 
was following them, when he came upon 
a breastwork of rocks. 
Sharp and Dowd 
sprang out, covercd him with their guns 
and ordered him back toward the coach. 


Tobie had left his shotgun on the coach 
and obeyed the order. 
The robbers fol- 
lowed him and kept telling him not to 
make any breaks or they would shoot. 


''Nobody is making any breaks," re- 
plied the messenger. 
*'You arc doing 
all the talking, and I guess you'll do all 
the shooting that's done." 
As he backed 
up to the wheel of the coach and behind 
the side lantern. 
Tobie whispered to his 
comrade: 
"Pass down my gun." 


Ho got the weapon without letting it 
be seen, and as soon as Dowd came with- 
in sight of the lantern Tobie fired a charge 
of buckshot into his breast and killed 
him instantly. 
The messenger then ran 
around the coach to get a shot at Sharp, 
but Sharp got in his work first and hit 
Tobie in the arm. 
The other messenger 
fired at random and Sharp disappeared 
in the brush. 


The two messengers went back to a 
house beyond a turn in the road to fix up 
Tobie's arm, leaving the driver with tho 
coach. 
No sooner had they gone out of 
sight than Sharp stepped back into the 
road and compelled the driver to hand 
out the express box, with which he dis- 
appeared. 
Dowd's bank-book, showing 
large deposits in the Hibernia Bank, was 
the clew that led to the capture of Sharp, 
who was sent to prison in Nevada for a 
term of twenty years. 
Sharp is entitled 
to the distinction of being the onlv road

agent who ever got away with a box 
guarded 
by 
Weils-Fargo's 
sawed-off 


shotguns. 


Bad Water in a Well. 


There arc many reasons for bad water 
in a well; it may be caused by the influx 
of impure matter from the soil, or by the 
escape into the well of drainage from a 
cesspool, or from freshly manured fields, 
or from the surface of the ground around 
the well. 
Sometimes the soil itself is at 
fault, as when it may 'contain 
various 
mineral matters, such as iron, or sulphur, 
or decomposed rocks which contain these 
substances, 
AVhen this latter reason pre- 
vails, the characteristic odor of decayed 
eggs is a distinguishing evidence of tho 
cause. 
The impurity is not unwhole- 
some, unless the quantity of it is large; 
the intolerable 
odor, however, is suf- 
ficient to render 
the water unusable. 
There is no remedy for this defect but to 
endeavor to exhaust the well by pump- 
ing out the water several times so as to 
remove the source of the trouble if pos- 
sible. 
But this is a doubtful matter, for 
the supply may be inexhaustible. 
The 
well may then as Avell be filled up at 
once. 
If the source of tho trouble is 
from drainage, or a cesspool near b^', the 
difficulty is still worse, because the bad 
matter is exceedingly poisonous. 
The 
only suggestion that can be made is to 
investigate the case, and if, after thor- 
oughly cleaning out tho well and remov- 
ing at least a foot or two of soil from the 
bottom, the trouble continues, to close 
the well and dig another at some distance 
from it.fr—iVè«? York 
Times,
